Claim Increase of $3,250 a! 
Month by Premium 
Cancellation 


Cancellation of the premium of 
35 cents on every dollar of old ac- 
counts paid up with the Alberta 
Government Telephones will go | 
into effect on February 1, Hon. W. | 
A. Fallow, minister of public 
works, railways and telephones, an- | 
nounced on Thursday 

In effect, cancellation of this pre- 
mium, or rebate, will increase cost 
of the phones to those who have 
been paying on old accounts. 

The premium was instituted to 
assist farmers through lean years 
when lower grain prices were in 
effect. 


DEDUCTED FROM RENT 


The premium has been deducted 
only from rent rate, which is $2 in 
some sections and $3 in others 
averaging approximately $2.50 over 
the whole provincial rural system 
of 3,823 telephones. 

It is claimed that the telephones 
revenue will increase by $3,250 a} 
month by cancellation of the pre- | 
mium, 

The Minister stated that the only 
way the rural telephone — service 
could be continued in Alberta was 
by turning over the rest of the sys- 
tem to mutual companies. 

To date, 60 per cent of the pro- 
vince's rural lines have been dis- 
posed of in this way, Mutual com-

It 
was in a way entitled to expect nothing more 
serious from them than a protest such as they 
launched against the conquest of North China 
by Japan. 

But a conflagration in the far Orient is one 
thing, and a conflagration on the doorstep of 
Europe is another. The western world may 
view the carving up of China as a regrettable 
use of “war as an instrument of national policy” 
in a region too far away to call for anything 
more than protest. It is bound to take a dif- 
ferent view of a similar offence committed in 
territory so near at hand that a general out- 
break is necessarily threatened thereby. 

European nations care no more about 
Ethiopia than they do about China, but they do 
care something about themselves. Italy has no 
cause to feel either surprised or hurt that the 
Government at Washington also cares about 
what may happen to them should they be 
drawn into another death struggle. If it were 
any other country that was threatening to 
plunge Europe into war, Italy would likely be 
found on the side of law and order, as it has 
been found on similar cecasions when the gen- 
eral peace was in peril

Arriving from Europe last week he gave an 
interview in which he pre- 
dicted that all private for- 
tunes and individual wealth 
will be wiped out in Un.ted 
States by government taxa- 
tion within thirty years. 

“Why, even now,” he said, 
“anybody who makes any 
money in United States is 
working eight months of the 


year for the government. 

And who is going to, or will 
J. S. Cowper 9 able to, do that all the 
time?” 


Just as Howard Scott argued in his speech 
last Saturday, in dealing with the mechanics 
of banking, so Morgan said that mounting gov- 
ernment debt will stop initiative, and the insur- 
ance companies and banks will become the sole 
owners of debt claims. 

Morgan was really lecturing the government 
by putting it that all the above predictions will 
come true if taxes and government expenditures 
are not cut, But how can the government cut 
them without bringing about a revolution. 
There are 37,000,000 people in United States (of 
whom 3,500,000 and their dependents are public 
servants and the remainder persons on relief) 
living upon the taxpayer, Each new application 
of power and each new advance in technology, 
throws more out of work. Unemployment is 
now a chronic condition in the country that but 
a handspan of years ago was the Mecca for 
working men. Public debt is piling up to main- 
tain these persons who are needed as consumers 
but not as producers. To cut off their support 
and invite them to endure lifelong starvation, 
would precipitate a revolution. We can’t force 
the world back to oxcarts and man-labor; we 
can only go ahead and plan a new society based 
on the facts of this new era of mass-production 
and machine-labor. 

However J. P. Morgan needn't worry. While 
he was aboard he sold six famous paintings for 
$1,500,000 (which the artists starved to produce) 
and is offering for sale two of his estates on 
Long Island. 


If you haven't time ta read Well’s “Outline 
of History” or Prof. Will Durant’s later work on 
the same subject, here is a three-minute work 
upon the subject.

Little Starch In 
Turnips 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The turnip is a hardy biennial of the mus- 
tard family and a native of southern Asia. It 
stores up nourishment in its root the first year 
so that it- will be enabled to develop its seed 
stock the second year. Man takes advantage of 
this by utilizing the root as it is stored with 
these nourishing substances. 
We know that turnips were 
one of the principal veget- 
ables used by the Greeks and 
it is likely that this vegetable 
furnished them with a por- 
tion of the mineral elements 
and vitamins of their diet. 

There are many varieties 
of turnips, the principal three 
being the white, flat turnip, 
the yellow globe, and the 
rutabaga or Swedish turnip. 
The turnip may be used cither as a cooked or 
raw vegetable and the tips may be used as 
greens, When added to vegetable stews, the 
turnip gives a sharp, snappy flavor. Before 
cooking the greens, much attention should be 
given to extracting the sand and grit from the 
leaves. It is best to soak them for an hour in 
a large pan of water and at the end of this time 
lift out the greens and rinse several times under 
running water. 

The pungency of the turnip is chemically 
related to the pungency of the radish and cab- 
bage, being a compound of sulphur, and is for 
this reason gas-producing for most people. 
During cooking the pungency is somewhat de- 
stroyed, especially if the cover is taken off the 
cooking vessel at least part of. the time. 

Even though large, turnips do not contain 
any appreciable amount of starch and the car- 
bohydrate content is only about eleven per 
cent. 

Turnips are among the richest foods in 
mineral elements and contain a large amount 
of potassium, calcium, phosphorus and chlorine. 
Here are some recipes which you should try: 


TURNIPS, CARROTS AND PEAS 
Dice and cook one bunch of small carrots 
and one bunch of small turnips together. When 
cooked, add a medium-sized can of peas. Add 
butter when served. 


TURNIP SHELLS 


Wash and remove the tops from turnips, 
scoop out the inside, leaving a one-half inch 
case. Boil in hot water for fifteen minutes 
Fill with ground roast lamb without seasoning. 
Place Melba toast crumbs on top and place a 
thin slice of turnip or tomato over this. Place 
in a hot oven and bake. Occasionally baste with 
the liquid in which the turnips were boiled. 


TURNIP AND SPLIT PEA SOUP 

Soak split peas over night and in the morn- 
ing boil over a slow firé until tender. Add the 
finely chopped tops and roots of several turnips. 
Boil until the latter are tender, season with 
salt and serve with a lump of butter in each 
with Melba toast creutons. 

TURNIP SALAD 

Finely grate small turnips and carrots, mix 
with small amount of tomate pulp and olive oil, 
and stuff into tomato shells. Serve garnished 
with watercress on lettuce or spinach leaves.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mr. Jack A. “Do 
think Sinus trouble can be cured by diet?”

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1877 Wilfrid 
Laurier was first elected for Que- 
bec East. He had been defeated 
in his home county, Drummond- 


Arthabaska, on October 27 by 29 
votes in an election which was 
not only marked by much cor- 
ruption (it was invalidated by 
the courts the next year) but by 
as rabid and wicked appeals to 
passion and prejudice as marked 
the noted by-election in the 
same county in 1910. A day or so 
after that defeat in 1877 Laurier 
met Prime Minister Mackenzie at 
Montreal and it was agreed that 
a seat mist be found for the 
young minister of inland revenue. 
The offér of Hon. Isadore Thi- 
baudeau, M. P. for Quebec East, 
was accepted; the constituency 
was considered safely a Liberal 
one, but it was necessary to have 
an election “to please the boys,” 
and so Adolpe Hourangeau, who 
had been electéd 4s a Liberal in 
1872, was put in the field. Laurier 
won by 815 majority and from 
then to his death continued to 
represent the “citadel of Liberal- 
ism in Canada.”
